NO BOTTOM TO THE MARKER 
Thereafter the scene on ‘Change rivaled the 
wild hours of Black Friday.

Dogs come back to their old haunts

A Compilation of the Ghastly Work 
of Knife and Pistol. 


- — 
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Murders and Suicides of a Year—A Remark- 
able Increase of Suicides Shown by the 
Statisticse—Some Curious Figures. 


The heads of the various municipal departments 
are busily at work compiling the reports for the 
fiscal year ending to-day. None is more interesting 
than that of the Coroner on the violent deaths of 
the past twelve months. Official etiquette prevents 
the publication of the compiled reports before they 
are submitted to the Mayor and Municipal Assembly. 


In former years the rule was relaxed. but since 
Commodore Smith's tenure of office as private 
secretary tothe Mayor no official dares offer such 
an insuit tothe executive department. From the 
month! reports some interesting facts were 
glean During the twelve months ending to-day 
eighty-two cases of suicide were i quired into by 
the Coroner. The monthly totals make the follow- 
ing showing: April, 6; May. 8: June, 5; Julv. 5; 
August, 10; Septe uber, 12; October, 9; November, 
S Dece:nber, ; January, 4; Fevruary,4; March, 6. 
82. 


SUICIDES INCREASE. 

This shows a large increase in the number of sui- 
cides reported last year. During the tweive months 
ending April 10, 1584, sixty-nine verdicts of suicide 
were rendered. Several cases during the year 
were supposed to be suicide, though the only evi- 
dence obtainable necessi(ated different ind in nd 
from this it is concluded that the igcrease in sui- 
cides bas been nearly twenty-five per cent. At the 
Coroner's office this fact was referred to Dr. Nideiet, 
who, though unable to account for it, found upon 
making an examination of his reports that the in- 
crease wasremarkavly large. The last published 
report sbows the greatest number of suicides hap- 
pened in the month of April, 1888, while, during the 
year just closing, August, September and October 
averaged over ten each. To facilitate haudling the 
statistics, Coroner Nidelet has indicated suicides on 
the register by a letter 8 in red on he margin, 
and on referring to the book tbe groupings of these 
marginal notes strike the eye. “You can see 
from this“ said Mr. James Spa ding. the Coroner’s 
clerk, ‘how suicides cccur in rapid succession. 
When one case is reported it is almost a sure thing 
that one or two more will follow each successive 
day As far as tuis ciass of cases is concerved 
there seems to be a suggestiveness about suicide 
which calis the subject to the minds of others.” 
Superintendent Ryan, of the Moreue, 
speaking of the same subject said, 
1 dont wonder at this succession. When one 
case is reported and given —— I alwavs look 
foranotner. It is always noiiceable, too, that the 
second case bears some relation to the first. Either 
the persons are acquainted or related’ or have the 
sume cause of aciion, either sickness, despondency 
from loss of money, or an unhappy love affair. 
These are the three principal causes of suicide, and 
it seems that when the sufferers from any one of 
these causes takes the last step he is followed by 
those who think their condition most like his. In 
eases of blood relation lam not surprised. The 
relatives of a dead mau often come to the Morgue. 
and there discuss the wisdom or justification of the 
rash act, and to hear the act of suicide commended 
is not at all a rare thing.“

July—John Stagger, fatally stabbed: Carrie Will- 
iams, colored, shot by a jealous lover; Daniel 
Toomey, fatally cutin aneariy morning row with 
David Wagner at Sixth and Poplar streets; Nettie 
Hayden, colored, shot and killed at Tenth and 
Gratiot streets by Milton H. Neal, who is now 
awaiting (ral on a charge of murder. 

August—Heury Smith, colored, stabbed in a fight 
about a woman at Sixta and Wash streets; William 
Lovell, colored, cut at Seventh and Christy aveuue; 
Christ Barner, justifiably- shot in a saloon at S- 
teenth and Frankiin aveaue. 

September—Hepry Morris stabbed on Second 
street by Frank Bray. 

Jctober— Mary McColler fatally beaten at Eighth 
and Cass avenue; Phil Haves cut by Little 
Breeches. 

November—Henry Wehking, who died one year 
after receiving some stabs at tne hands of a com- 
panion; Rose Alma Bishop, the victim of mal- 
practice. 

December—P. W. Reinecke, a child, poisoned 
with medicine on West Chuuteau avenue. 

January —W m. H. Manzy, a 9 
burglar, who was shot at St. Paul, on 
the Missouri Pacific but was arrested and died here,

A Revivalin Renting the Agreeable Feat- 
ure of the Week—Many of the Agents 
With Clear Lists on Hand- ut Very Few 
Transactions Accomplished—Among the 
Architects. g 


I am about tired of making and hearing excuses 
for the dullness of the real estate market.“ an agent 
said to the Post-Dispatca real estate reporter; at 
the same time it must be confessed that the major- 
ity of them are only too valid and there is nostrain- 
ing a point when we credit the inactivity of the 
present week to the excitement attending the elec- 
tion.
